As domobilization progresnes 
more: and more men are return- 
ing to their old life, their unl- 
forms cast away, clothed and in 
their right mind. To al. the 
transmutation must seom a 
strange 2s well a8 o blesacd 
one, but, a8 “The Times” points 
out, it is for the older among 
them that ft has a peculiarly 
subtle quality, They are sud- 
denly conscious of being again 
of their own proper age. They 
feel perhaps oa did Mr. Bultl- 
tude when the Garuda stone had 
once more done its work and 
restored his ancient self. He 
gazed long at his image in the 
cheval-glass to make sure that 
the stono had not played him 
false and that he was the same 
formal, precise and portly old 
gentleman who had set out on 
that disturbing adventure, The 
elixir of youth is familiar, at 
loast in imagination, but the 
portion of which the elderly de- 
mobilized have now drunk is of 
a more prosaic but hardly less 
magical character: it hag nel- 
ther tnken away nor added the 
years; it has merely regularized 
their position, For the last few 
yeara if hag been impossible 
wholly to disentangle age from 
rank. A man comes to regard 
thon, with whom he works on 
terms of equality as being 
roughly his contemporaries; 
those above him he unthinking- 
ly endures with a seniority in 
age as well as in pips and 
crownn. Now with eyes on a 
sudden open and unblurred the 
caplain sees that the brigadier, 
whom he has” been regarding 
with an awful reverence, is in 
point of years a mere whipper 
snapper. He may now and then 
have had some glimmorings of 
this before o8 when in casual 
copvorsation the great ones 
seemed to have no recollection 
of events of which he himuaelf 
had the clearest memory, but he 
attributed this to some alngular 
lapse and hesitated to draw the 
obvious but il disciplined con- 
clusion. For this obliquity of 
vision he had one very good 
excuse -~ namely, that he was 
doing all manner of things not 
normally congruous with grey- 
ing hairs. When the war was 
atill comparatively young yener- 
able persons had taken to play- 
ing hockey in Alexandria, not 
once but several times a week. 
Such brave antics may at the

Landlords are not able 
to do all tho repairs necessary at 
present on account of shortagy of 
materials, but a erent donl of 
minor repairs can be carried out 
by the tonanta themselver. Remove 
all accumulated articles not in 
daily uso and clean out the placo 
thoroughly, Any unwanted article 
should be thrown away. Look care- 
fully for rat or mousc-holea along 
the edges of the floors, knawed 
edges on the lnwn, in tho cornor 
ne door wae: on ataircases and in 
the yard 

DISEASE DANGER 

Ag oo temporafy measuro, rat 
runa or holes should be opened up 
if this can bo done without too 
much damage to the premines. In 
other cases, tho holo can be filled 
with mud. mixed with straw and 
broken grinas. In some cases, 
woodwork can be patched 50 as to 
keev out rata and mico. 

Food should be kept in a rat- 
proof container and, above all, do 
not throw food debris about. The 
accumulation of building rubble 
has been mistaken by some people 
for a rubbish hes= and it has at- 
tracted the dumping of garbage on 
the assumption that a little more 
will make no difference. This tn a 
most serjoun mistake to make and 
must be avoided. 

Rata ‘are entering houses freely 
and they may bring [n serious dis- 
eanes. Tho Colony is now In daily 
contact with plairued areas and on 
epidemic could spread verv quickly, 

Everyone Is asked to give all the 
help they can in thia campnten. 
Tt will bo necersary to clenn out 
nll premises ond the fssistance of 
the public is carnestly requested.
